The party's minister without port- 
folio, Yosef Shapira, opposes this, 
but he is not a Knesset member and 
cannot remain in the coalition if 
Verdiger and Druckman leave . 

■ The MKs' recommendation to 
leave the coalition is to be presented 
to the party's institutions. 

If Morasha leaves the coalition, 
Shapira ‘s place at the cabinet table is 
likely to be taken by MK Ehud 
Olmen (Likud-La’am), who has 
been promised a place in the cabinet. 
The Likud would find itself some- 
what weakened by the Morasha de- 
parture. though the fact that Shapira 
— ^ - ypported the phased withdrawal 


from Lebanon earlier this week had 
already raised questions in the Likud 
about Morasha's reliability as an 
ally. 

Druckman explained yesterday 
that his party “could not be more 
disappointed. The Likud promised 
us that apart from three 'problem' 
Liberals (Sarah Doron, Dan Tichon 
and Ariel Weinstein) the entire 
Likud Knesset contingent would 
support our legislation. In fact, if the 
Likud as a whole had supported the 


amendment, it would have passed. 
But the Likud did not honour its 
commitment." 

Apart from the three Liberals ex- 
cused from voting for the religious 
parties' proposed amendment, two 
others did not show .up - Pessah 
Grupper and Uriel Linn. Another. 
Benny Shalita. abstained in protest 
against the religious parties' support 
for the Lebanon withdrawal.

Knesset derails ‘Who is a Jew’ bill

It wasn't even close. Only 51 
Knesset members voted for the 
“conversion according to Halacha'' 
amendment to the Law of Return, 
while 62 - an absolute majority - 
voted against. 

Instead of the 3$ Likud votes that 
v ice Premier Yitzhak Shamir prom- 
ised the religious parties during the 
coalition negotiations, he delivered 
32. 

_ True, only three Likud-Liberals 
:voted against the amendment: Sara 
Doron , Dan Tichon and Ariel Wein- 
stein. But Benny Shalita, who origi- 
nally lent his name to the amend- 
ment, abstained. 

And five other Likud members, 
including Herut's Industry Minister 
Ariel Sharon and Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar. were absent. The three ab- 
sent Liberals were Tourism Minister 
Avraham Sharir, Pessah Gruper. 
and Uriel Linn. 


Rabbi Menahem Hacohen 
(Alignment-Labour) voted for the 
amendment, after he was exempted 
from the faction discipline imposed 
by his party on this measure. 

Rafael Eitan voted with his Tehiya 
colleagues for the bill, although 
there had been rumours that he was 
arranging to be called up for reserve 
duty yesterday, to-be able iv stay 
away from the Knesset. 

The 51 votes for the" amendment 
were distributed as follows: Likud, 
32; the four religious factions, 12; 
Tehiya, 5; Aharon Abuhatzeira and 
Hacohen. The amendment lost 
another vote by the failure of Meir 
Kahane (Kach) to return from the 
U.S. 

Ezer Weizman and his two Yahad 
colleagues voted against the amend- 
ment, as did Minister without Port- 
folio Yxgael Hurvitz and, of course, 
Shinui and the left-opposition fac- 
tions. 

The amendment was presented by 
Avner Shaki (National Religious 


Party), who said its aim was to 
prevent “paper conversions, ficti- 
tious conversions, conversions that 
distort the time-honoured concept of 
giur (the Hebrew term for conver- 
sion to Judaism). 

The object. Shaki said, was to 
ensure the unity and the integrity of 
the Jewish people. That unity would 
be achieved if there was only one 
entrance gate to Judaism 

"We are accused of wanting to 
split the nation. But isn’t it Reform 
Judaism that is splitting the nation by 
deciding, as it did three years ago, 
that the child of a Gentile mother 
and a Jewish father is Jewish - con- 
trary to Halacha, contrary to the law 
of the Knesset, contrary to the scho- 
lars polled by Ben-Gurion?" 

Shaki said that the bill’s oppo- 
nents propose that when a convert 
who is not a Jew according to 
Halacha arrives in Israel he will be 
recognized as a Jew (under the Law 
of Return), but when he wants to

Beirut agrees to resume talks

The Lebanese government yester- 
day agreed to continue the Nakoura 
talks in an effort to arrive at an 
orderly transfer of the areas Israel is 
dui to leave within the next five 
weeks. 

The Lebanese decision followed a 
marathon cabinet session in Beirur 
yesterday on the implications of 
Israel's announced unilateral with- 
drawal. 

■The Lebanese are only now begin- 
ning to realize that they must accept 
responsibility for the highly volatile 
•"Tea around Sidon that Israel has 
’dommitted itself to vacate by Febru- 

-'We want to be sure that the 
Israeli withdrawal plan has no 
booby traps," one Lebanese official 


reportedly said, noting that “we 
want the Nakoura talks to produce 
an orderly withdrawal." 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that UN Undersecretary-General 
Brian Urquhart sent a message from 
Beirut to the Defence Ministry re- 
porting that President Amin 
Jemayel now seeks to patch together 
a plan whereby the Lebanese Army 
and Unifii could perhaps dovetail 
into the Israel Defence Forces with- 
drawal operation. 

Jemayel's agreement to send his 
delegation to Nakoura next Monday 
is apparently a response to the prop- 
osal Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin channelled via Urquhart on 
Tuesday. Rabin told the senior UN 
official that Nakoura should become 
tire venue where Israel, Lebanon 
and the UN coordinate operational- 
ly. rather than for the previously 


declared objective of negotiating. 

Officials in Jerusalem believe that 
implications of the cabinet's decision 
on unilateral withdrawal may be 
seeping through all the way to 
Damascus. 

Urquhart. who went there yester- 
day afternoon, will be back in Israel 
this morning for top-level meetings. 
He will see Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres in Tel Aviv this afternoon, 
along with Dr. Binyamin Netany- 
ahu. the Israel ambassador to the 
UN. 

The agreement to continue with 
the Nakoura talks in a bid to prevent 
chaos after Israel leaves has 
apparently received a green light 
from Damascus, with the Syrian gov- 
ernment daily Tishrin urging Israel 
to sign a pact with Lebanon agreeing 
to a complete and unconditional

Katyusha fired from Jordan— no one hurt

TIBERIAS. - A 170 -millimetre 
Katyusha rocket was fired into the 
Jordan Valley from Jordanian terri- 
tory yesterday morning, but no one 
was hurt and no damage was caused. 

In Kiryat Shmona yesterday, De- 
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fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
warned Jordan to “take note of 
terrorist fire from its territory and 
put a stop to it. If not. we will find 
ways of stopping the shooting 
ourselves,” he declared. 

Military sources said yesterday 
that the Jordanians usually prevent 
firing from their territories but 
sometimes hostile groups, mostly 


from Syria, get through and fire the 

occasional rocket. 

The secretary of the Jordan Valley 
Regional Council, Ze'ev Shor. 
noted yesterday that this was the 
seventh recent Katyusha attack, 
which “by a miracle” had not caused 
any harm. Shor called on the defence 
minister to make it clear to Jordan 
that the shooting must stop.

NEW YORK. - A jury yesterday 
took the first step towards giving 
former defence minister Arief Shar- 
on victory in his libel suit against 
Time magazine, saying he was de- 
famed bv a story about the 19S2 
massacre of Palestinians in Beirut. 

The jury of four women and two 
men continued deliberating on the 
next two tests of libel under U.S. law 
- whether the story was false and 
whether Time published it knowing 
that it was false or with reckless 
disregard for the truth. 

Sharon must get affirmative 
answers on both questions to be 
victorious in his $50 million suit. 

Yesterday's initial derision came 
after 17 hours of deliberation that 
began on Monday afternoon follow- 
ing two months of testimony. 

Sharon, now minister of industry 
and trade, smiled broadly when the 
verdict was announced and told re- 
porters. "I am pleased that we won 
on this point. I am sorry that Time 
magazine thinks the jury doesn't 
understand plain English.” 

Sharon's main anomey. Milton 
Gould, said he was “very pleased” 
by the juiv's decision, adding that 
“it's one down and two to go." 

Time immediately issued a pre- 
pared statement which said that 
Time continues to believe that the 
magazine's 1983 cover story was sub- 
stantially true and we could have 
proven that had we been given 
adequate access to secret Israeli 
documents and testimony.” 

The Time statement said the jury 
“completely misread what Time 
said.” 

Time correspondent David 
Halevy who submitted the material 
for the article, said: “I am not happy, 
but I am not surprised. We never had 
a chance on the defamatory meaning 
issue after the kind and nice things 
that Gould said in his summation . " 

Asked by reporters if Time would 
write the controversial paragraph (in 
which Sharon reportedly talked with 
the Jemayel family about the Pha- 
Iangists avenging the murder of 
Bashir) the same way today.” Ray 
Cave. Time's managing editor, re- 
sponded: “We would not say it is in 
Appendix B. We would have said it 
is in secret documents taken (as 
evidence) by die Kahan Commis- 
sion." Cave said he considered 
Time's mistake on Appendix B to be 
“non-substantive” and “very 
minor." 

Cave said: "I still have great confi- 
dence in what Halevy ‘s sources told 
him.” 

Legal experts said the falsity ques- 
tion might be quickly decided but 
predicted a drawn-out battle on the 
third question, known in legal terms 
as “actual malice" and the most 
difficult charge to prove under U.S. 
libel law.

Talks are to resume today on 
the new package deal, against a 
background of mounting press- 
ures on the economy including a 
10 per cent petrol price hike: raw 
materials shortages: new wage 
demands: increased taxes on im- 
ported cars: and threars of suits 
against the government for fai- 
lure to maintain subsidies. 

With only two weeks to go before 
the end of the wage, price and tax 
freeze. Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres. Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i. Histadrur Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar and Manu- 
facturers Association Chairman Eli 
Hurvitz have been in constant con- 
tact over the past 4S hours, including 
one meeting attended by all four, as 
the informal negotiations for a new 
package deal moved into high gear. 

Shortages of materials have, re- 
sulted in reduced metal production, 
a bureaucratic slip up at the Treasury 
appeared to momentarily torpedo 
the package deal, and three major 
beneficiaries of subsidies are all 
claiming the government owed them 
money for unadjusted subsidy pay- 
ments.

"How did we achieve such a low 
index? How did inflation drop from 
24 per cent to 4 per cent in three 
months - when the budget was not 
cut and more taxes were not col- 
lected? Only as a result of the high 
cost of money, which discouraged 
economic activity and kept demand 
and. hence, prices down." 

This analysis by a senior Bank of 
Israel official casts new light on the 
economic trends since the package 
deal was signed in early November. 

The administrative measures of 
the package deal were supposed to 
be supported by other policies. The 
idea was to cut the budget (budget- 
ary policy) and act to halt the decline 
in tax-collection, with new levies and 
broader reforms to come after the 
end of the freeze (fiscal policy). 

In fact, although neither of these 
directions was followed, the level of 
activity fell and inflation rates tum- 
bled. this apparent contradiction is 
explained by the central bank's tena- 
cious adherence to a restrictive 
monetary policy, which expressed 
Itself in interest rates that were and 
are much higher than the rate of 
inflation (high real interest rates). 

In the textbooks, this is known as 
"monetarism.” and it is recognizable 
as the same sort of policy that both 
the U.S. President Reagan and Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Thatcher govern- 
ments used to “wring" inflation out 
of the economy in their respective 
countries. However, in our case, this 
was not the policy mix that the 
planners of the package deal had in 
mind - as the complaints of the 
industrialists and (to a lesser extent) 
the Histadnit. have made plain. 

Intentional or not. that is what 
happened, in the view of this official . < 
While he is impressed with the re- ■ 
suits of this tight-money approach, 1 
he is certain of one thing: it cannot 
be used as a basis for the second 
package deal now being negotiated 
because it hits at the productive 
rather than the government sector, i 
This time, monetary policy must : 
play a supporting role, while budget 
cuts and taxation take centre stage. 

It is against this background that 
the current demands to sharply re- 
duce interest rates should be seen. It 
is true that the current level of the : 
key prime rate - 10 per cent since 
January 1 - is much higher than the 
price index for December (3.7 per 
cent.) of that expected for January. 

It is also true that the banks are 
being forced to pay very high rates to 
depositors since shekel funds are 
becoming scarce. But it is highly 
undesirable, at this time, to lower j 
interest rates further - at least until 
the next package deal is signed and 
the present unrest subsides. 

Manufacturers' Association head j 
Eli Hurwitz thinks that a situation of i 
effective interest rates of 10 per cent 
above the rate of inflation will result 
in closures and bankruptcies 
throughout commerce and industry. 

According to the Bank of Israel, 
however, the present situation is 
temporary.

Kessar and Hurwitz negotia- 
tions to agree to a 25.9 per cent 
increase on import duties across the 
board. 


The Treasury sought such an in- 
crease - which would be based on 
raising the exchange rate for customs 
duties from IS527 to the dollar to a 
new official rate of IS665. in order to 
stem a rising tide of buying at all 
levels of the economy as people 
began stocking up on goods. 

Such a buying spree has been 
predicted since the start of the pack- 
age deal because of an inevitable lag 
between the continuing devaluation 
and the frozen exchange rate at the 
start of the three months. The pack- 
age deal negotiation committee is 
seeking a way to eliminate this with a 
series of partial adjustments. Moda'i 
sought to put one of the first bricks of 
the new package deal into place by 
raising now the exchange rate on 
import duties. 

However, opposition to the 
across-the-board rise forced Moda'i 
to back down, and he reportedly 
returned to the Treasury with only 
an agreement for raising the import 
levies on automobiles. 

But late yesterday morning, the 
Treasury issued a statement saying 
that customs duties on all imports 
were to go up. "according to a Treas- 
ury decision." 

Journalists immediately contacted 
Mordechai Bareket. the head of the 
customs authority, who confirmed 
the report, saying that he had been 
(Continued on Page 2.

Moda’i and Peres reported 
at odds on economic policy

Prime Minister Shimon Peres and 
Finance .Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
are at odds over economic-policy 
making, government sources said 
yesterday. Their differences present 
one of the main obstacles to the 
formulation of the next package 
deal. 

According to the sources, Moda'i 
favours a policy of drastic subsidy 
and budgetary cuts, while Peres 
leans towards a far more moderate 
approach. Peres's position is re- 
portedly closer to that of Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar. 

Since the establishment of the 
national unity government, Peres 
and Moda'i have repeatedly dis- 
agreed over economic measures, 
with Moda'i demanding far more 
severe action than Peres, the sources 
said. 

This rift has party overtones as 
well. Libera] Party sources say that 
Labour Party interests interfere with 
the government's economic calcula- 
tions. "Everything Moda'i discusses 


with Peres immediately reaches Kes- 
sar, who can plan accordingly." the 
sources complained. 

Another Liberal complaint is that 
Peres is too dependent on the 
approval of “Sarenu." the forum of 
Labour cabinet ministers, in the 
making of economic policy. 

Labour Party Secretary-General 
Uzi Bar am yesterday rejected the 
Liberal charges of insufficient back- 
ing for Moda’i by Peres. On the 
contrary. Baram said. Peres sup- 
ported Moda'i more than the Likud 
ministers did on the issue of budget 
cuts. 

Labour sources charged yesterday 
that the rumours of Moda’i's dis- 
satisfaction with Peres's backing 
were an attempt on the Finance 
Minister's part to prepare an excuse 
if the economic situation deterio- 
rates. 

Peres refused to support several of 
Moda'i's measures out of a desire to 
prevent mass unemployment, the 
closure of hospitals and the collapse 
of the educational system, the 
sources said.

WJC leader Perlzweig 
dies in New York at 8ST 

NEW YORK (JTA). - Rabbi 
Maurice Perlzweig. a founder of the 
World Jewish Congress, who served 
as the first chairman of the British 
section and who headed the WJC 
delegation in 1945 to the founding 
conference of the United Nations in 
San Francisco, died here on Monday 
at age 89-. 

Perlzweig was born in Poland in 
1895 and was educated in England, 
where he received acclaim for his 
oratorical skills and his athletic abili- 
ties as a world-class runner at Cam- 
bridge. After WoTld War H he repre- 
sented the WJC at the Economic and 
Social Council of the UN. drafting 
many documents submitted to the 
Commission on Human Rights. 
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Net January wages to be 
6 to 16 per cent higher

TEL AVIV. - The Treasury’s 
annoucement yesterday that salaried 
workers will receive a 5 per cent 
income tax rebate did not satisfy the 
Histadrut's demands. 

Hisiadrut Taxation Committee 
Chairman Naftali Ben-Moshe told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that the 
clause pertaining to the rebate in the 
proposed Law for Economic Stabi- 
lisation was “contradictory to the 
package deal.” 

The clause set a wage ceiling for 
those eligible for the rebate, while 
the package deal set no ceiling, Ben- 
Moshe said. He added that the His- 
tadrut is demanding that the rebate 
be permanent, and not payable for 
only three months - January. Febru- 
ary and March - as at present. 

Ben-Moshe said that the Histad- 
rui will fight to have the ceiling Lifted 
and the rebate made permanent. 

Yesterday’s Treasury announce- 
ment defused the crisis that had 
erupted the day before, after the tax 
authorities instructed employers not 
to take the rebate into account. The 
reason given was that the Knesset 
Finance Committee had not yet 
approved the bill making the pack- 
age deal into law. 

However, the committee quickly 


approved the relevant clause, yester- 
day morning. 

The income-tax rebate was agreed 
on in the package deal to compen- 
sate workers for yielding 5 per cent 
of their cost-of-livihg increment. 
The government has yet to imple- 
ment another undertaking to levy a 4 
per cent tax on the self-employed. 

This month's wages will be be- 
tween 6 and 16 per cent higher than 
those paid last month, despite the 
fact that no C-o-L increment will be 
paid this month. The wage increases 
will be made up of the 5 per cent 
rebate, as well as revised tax brack- 
ets this month. 

The Finance Ministry yesterday 
published figures for some specific 
examples of wage increases, as a 
result of the tax rebate. The figures 
were for- married men with wives 
who do not work. 

Someone whose gross wages was 

15200.000 per month will get 

1514.000 more net in January, "an 
increase of 7.5 per cent. A person 
earning IS300.000 gross, will get 
IS18,750 net more, an increase of 8.2 
per cent. Earners of IS5QQ.0Q0 gross 
will get IS39.556 more net. an in- 
crease of 12 per cent, and those 
earning IS1 million gross will receive 
ISS0.581 more net in January, an 
increase of 15.3 per cent. 


Day set aside in honour of 
illegal aliya from N. Africa

Tevet 23, which fell yesterday on 
the Jewish calendar, has been offi- 
cially designated as a memorial day 
in honour of North Africa's Jewish 
underground and “illegal” immig- 
rants. The designation follows a re- 
quest by Beyahad, the movement of 
North African Jews in Israel. 

The designation was announced at 
a ceremony lat night at Jerusalem’s 
Gerard Behar Centre, attended by 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres' 
Sephardi Chief Rabbi Mordechai 
Eiiahu, and Knesset Speaker Shlo- 
mo Hillel. 

The date Tevet 23 marks the 
anniversary of the shipwreck. 24 
years ago. of the fishing trawler 
Pisces near the coast of Gibralter. 
On board were 44 men, women and 
children who had fled Morocco for 
Israel. They were all flung into the 
sea when their boat capsized and 
none of them survived. Twenty-two 
bodies were washed up -at al- 
Hoceima and buried in the ancient 
Jewish cemetery there. But it was 
only when Moroccan-born Beyahad 
chairman Sam Ben-Chetrit visited 
Morocco in April, 1983 that he was 


able to piece together the mystery of 
the Pisces and determine that the 22 
unmarked tombstones in al- 
Hoceima accounted for only half of 
the Pisces's passengers. 

Hillel, who was one of the key 
leaders of the Jewish underground in 
Iraq, said that there is not a single 
olim community in Israel that has 
not paid heavily in life and limb for 
the right to live in this country. Tevet 
23 should be kept as a day of solidar- 
ity among all olim groups, because it 
symbolized their common aspira- 
tion, he said. 

Chief Rabbi Eiiahu urged Israelis 
to “open your arms and your hearts 
to the remnants of the tribe of Dan." 
In his reference to the Ethiopian 
newcomers. Eiiahu cautioned 
against robbing them of their cul- 
ture. “Let us not," he said, "take 
away from them what they brought, 
but let us add to it, so that they may 
retain an ancient culture while simul- 
taneously imbibing a new one.

early November when the package 
deal was signed, the demand for 
credit shrivelled while dollar-linked 
assets were converted to shekels and 
deposited in tapas and pakam 
accounts in the banks. The result was 
a liquidity-surplus for the banking 
system, which allowed and encour- 
aged nominal interest rates to fall 
from 21 per cent to 10 per cent in less 
than two months. In the last two 
weeks this pattern has changed radi- 
cally. 

As the end of the package deal 
draws near, and especially as no 
clear picture emerges of what is to 
replace it. both the corporate and 
household sectors of the economy 
are reverting to their old behaviour 
patterns: They expect price rises, 
possibly a large devaluation and a 
return to the familiar inflationary 
cycle. In this light, interest rates of 
10. 12 or even 16 per cent (for 
unauthorized credit) seem cheap 
and a wave of buying has engulfed 
the economy at all levels. Money not 
used for consumption has gone to 
the black market to buy foreign 
currency, and the black market dol- 
lar's price has shot up. These trends 
are strengthening all the time, as the 
shape and terms of the second pack- 
age deal fail to emerge. 

The Bank of Israel says that as 
long as the next deal is still in the 
formulation stage, the rate of in- 
terest cannot possibly be lowered 
since such a move will only increase 
borrowing demands and consump- 
tion. Only if and when the second 
package has a calming effect on the 
public, will a further decline in in- 
terest rates become posable. 

What the Bank of Israel official 
did not say, but was made' clear to 
The Jerusalem Post by a commercial 
banker, was that the next package 


deal may make a further decline 
unneccessary. If. for example, the 
adjustments made in the move from 
the first to the second package deal 
push inflation up to the 8-10 per cent 
range, then no fall in interest rates 
will be necessary. 

In other words, the current high 
real interest level may resolve itself 
without any action being necessary. 

Interestingly enough, the banking 
community is itself divided over 
what should be done about the price 
of money. 

Eli Cohen, of the Discount Bank, 
told The Jerusalem Post that current 
rates are too high and are endanger- 
ing borrower’s stability - “the last 
thing that the banks need now." 
However, any reduction should be 
accompanied by suitable monetary 
arrangements so that “the absurd 
situation whereby banks charge less 
for loans than they pay for deposits 
does not continue.” This sentiment 
was echoed by other senior bankers. 

What they would like to see is the 
Bank of Israel changing the liquidity 
rule particularly on Patam accounts, 
which require all the money received 
by the banks to be redeposited in the 
Bank of Israel. Some bankers were 
prepared to consider tempo ran- cre- 
dit ceilings or other administrative 
measures to hold down the growth of 
borrowing that would accompany 
any reduction in interest rates. 

But the Bank of Israel has no 
intention of giving them any conces- 
sions in any of these Selds. At the 
central bank, the feeling is that 
monetary policy has been forced to 
bear the hill burden of restrai nin g 

local activity while encouraging ex- 
ports through maintaining a real 
pace of devaluation. This, they say, 
cannot continue for ever.

Syria appears to have been no less 
surprised than Lebanon at the Israeli 
decision. The official Baath .Party 
newspaper. al-Baath. noted that “we 
should deal with the enemy’s deci- 
sion carefully." Another semi- 
official Syrian daily. a-Thawra. 
asserted that the Israeli decision 
marked “the first time since 1948 
that the Zionist state has recognised 
the Arab resistance and its demands 
and conditions." suggesting that 
’Israel has now begun a new era of 
making strategic concessions. " 

Urquhart arrived in Damascus 
from Beirut yesterday. He is sche- 
duled to meet with Syrian Vice Presi- 
dent Abdul-Halira Khaddam today. 

The UN will probably have an 
important role to play in policing the 
area Israel is due to leave despite 
past Lebanese and Syrian opposi- 
tion. because strong doubts exist 
whether the Lebanese Army can do 
so. 

Unifil can get a fresh mandate 
from the LfN Security Council, in- 
crease the size of its contingents, and 
alter its deployment to dovetail with 
the IDF withdrawal only if Syria 
gives the green light to the Soviet 
Union to approve such changes in 
the Security Council, or at least not 
hamper them. 

Urquhart's present mission has 
Washington's blessings because the 
U.S. administration declines to get 
involved directly in negotiations, 
coordination or operations relating 
to Lebanon at the present time. 
Washington is using the UN as its 
surrogate. The Soviet Union, while 
not encouraging UN moves, has so 
far not impeded them. 

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz sent a verbal message to Peres 
yesterday via Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis, expressing the administra- 
tion's satisfaction at the Israeli deri- 
sion to withdraw, but addingits hope 
that political arrangements could be 


reached between Israel and Leba- 
non. 

A more important -theme in 
Shultz's message to- Peres was the 
administration's, hope that the eco- 
nomic steps taken here so far would 
be followed up speedily by fun- 
damental economic reform. 

The U.S. appears to be trying to 
give maximum publicity to iK coax- 
ing of Israel to be as cooperative as 
possible with Lebanon despite the 
unilateral withdrawal decision. 

It is also trying to give maximum 
publicity, to its oft repeated message 
that far more remains to be done in 
the economic sphere here than what 
bas already been achieved. 

Senior army and police officers as 
well as representatives from Leba- 
non's principle warring militias were 
present at part of yesterday's cabinet 
meeting. Beirut Radio reported. It 
noted that "the government sought 
assurances from all factions that they 
would allow nothing to hamper the 
completion of the Lebanese Army 
deployment in the northern 
approaches of the Israeli occupation 
zone." 

According to agency reports from 
the region, the deployment of a 
l, 200-strong Lebanese Army force 
in the area north of the Israeli 
occupation zone continued yester- 
day. One Lebanese patrol reported- 
ly came within 500 metres of Israeli 
positions on the Awali without en- 
countering any resistance from local 
militias. In Jerusalem, meanwhile, 
the Lebanese Christian Agency 
yesterday “welcomed” the Israeli 
decision to withdraw while regret- 
ting that the Nakoura talks had 
failed to produce an agreement - 
“since any agreement would have by 
far beeD better than unilateral 
steps." 

But it warned strongly against per- 
mitting any deterioration of the posi- 
tion of the Christians in the area 
Israel is to leave, as was the case in 
the Shouf mountains 16 months ago.

Now that relief funds allocated: 


How much does each hospital get?

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Health Ministry officials were 
busy yesterday deciding how to dis- 
tribute the IS4 billion in emergency 
funds that the Treasury has released 
to bail out the government health 
facilities. How to divide the sum 
among the more than 35 government 
hospitals and health-care centres be- 
came a central issue, since no order 
of priority has ever been established. 

The IS4b., ministry officials said, 
are far less than needed to solve the 
problems of the hospitals. But the 
money will certainly relieve the 
pressure while contingency plans are 
worked out and implemented. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
was adamant that this sum is the last 
the hospitals can expect from the 
government until they institute au- 
sterity measures to reduce their costs 
by 40 to 50 per cent. But the Health 
Ministry was equally adamant that 
the hospitals must police themselves 
and that the ministry must tell them 
only how much to cut - not what. 
To facilitate the implementation 


of budgetary cuts, the Health Minis- 
try said yesterday, it .will ask each 
hospital to indicate what it can no 
■longer afford to maintain and prop- 
ose cuts accordingly. These propos- 
als will then be reviewed and the cuts 
coordinated by the ministry. With 
the situation growing ever more cri- 
tical in the hospitals throughout the 
country, the hospital administrators 
and senior staff have little choice but 
to agree. But they still maintain that 
the government should be the one to 
decide where to make the cuts. 

Though their major difficulties re- 
main unresolved, most of the hospit- 
al were now relieved that at least 
basic sustenance is now assured for a 
couple of weeks. 
him adds: 

A group of private hospital admi- 
nistrators demonstrated outside the 
office of the Health Ministry. 
Directdr-General. Prof. Dan 
Michaeli. They demanded a meeting 
to discuss their financial difficulties.- 

A senior ministry official told 
them that they had received 75 per 
. cent of what the ministrv owed them 


and they could not expect any furth- 
er funds until the present crisis was 
over. 

Ya’acov Friedler adds from Haifa: 

The staff of the Blumenthal men- 
ial hospital on Mount Carmel 
threatened to walk out next Thurs- 
day. leaving 150 patients un- 
attended. unless they are paid their 
December salaries. 

The privately owned hospital has a 
staff of 180. their threat is consi- 
dered particularly grave because 
most of the patients are chronically 
ill. They have nowhere to go and 
may roam the streets, it is feared. 

the Haifa Labour Council 
spokesman announced lasr night 
that the hospital owner-manager. 
Rafi Tadmor. informed them that he 
was unable to pay the salaries be- 
cause the Health Ministry had failed 
to make the monthly allocation to 
the hospital. As a result he had been 
unable also to pay suppliers for food 
and medicines. 

The council yesterday appealed to 
the ministry to immediately allocate 
the sum it owes to the institute. 


Religious MKs ask Navon: 
Don’t show Eban’s TV series

Eleven members of Knesset - in- 
cluding a cabinet minister - yester- 
day appealed to Education and Cul- 
ture Minister Yitzhak Navon not to 
permit the screening by Israel Tele- 
vision of Heritage: Civilization of the 
Jews, a TV series prepared by 
Navon's Alignment comrade, MK 
Abba Eban. 

Under the law, Navon. as Culture 
Minister, is responsible for the 
Broadcasting Authority. The 11 
Knesset opponents of Eban’s series, 
already shown in the U.S. by Public 
Service Broadcasting, are Avner 
Sbaki and David Danino of rhe 
National Religious party; Interior 
Minister Yitzhak Peretz, Ya'acov 
Yosef and Rafael Pinhasi of Shas; 
Eliezer Waldman of Tehiya; Avra- 
ham Verdiger and Haim Druckman 
of Morasha; and Deputy Social 
Affairs Minis ter Menahem Porush 


and Avraham Shapira of Agudat 
Yisrael. 

In a letter to Navon. the group 
cites a joint statement by five Ortho- 
dox Jewish organizations in the U.S. 
who said they received the series 
“with deep dismay and concern be- 
cause of its fundamental error in 
orientation... and its commission of 
intolerable offence against authentic 
Jewish belief." 

In their letter, the opponents 
attack Heritage because it portrays 
the Tora as 3 “man-authored work 
incorporating myth and legend. 
Judaism as a slowly evolving faith 
and our God-given Halacha as a 
changeable system of law." 

The five bodies are Agudat Yis- 
rael of America, Religious Zionists 
of America. National Council of 
Young Israel. Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations of America 
and the Rabbinical Council of 
America. 


Corfu pessimistic on shipyards’ fate

Israel Shipyards can exist only if it 
builds vessels for the navy. Trans- 
port Minister Haim Corfu said in the 
Knesset yesterday. He was replying 
on motions for the agenda by 
Amnon Linn (Alignment) and 
Pinhas Goldstein (Liberals) refering 
to the yards’ unemployment- prob- 
lems. 

“Every shipyard must have a main 
basis for its existence, and for Israel 
Shipyards that basis in navy-ship 
construction. Without navy orders, 
there is no need for a trained work- 
force at the yards.” The Shipyards’ 
fete, he said, “is all up to the De- 
fence Ministrv.” 


Corfu told the House that he does 
not know whether the Defence 
Ministry's cancellation of its orders 
with the Shipyards is due to “real 
cuts in its budget or only a means of 
pessuring the Treasury not to trim 
the defence budget." 

• He added that he still believes that 
he was right three years ago when he 
proposed that the Israel Navy's ship- 
building works merge with Israel 
Shipyards, "a step that could have 
enabled Israel Shipyards to continue 
full operation." 

He said building merchant ships is 
not worthwhile, and that Israel 
hasn't the resources for the “deep 
subsidization" of Israel Shipyards.

marry he will discover that he is not 
Jewish (in the eyes of the Rabbin- 
ate). 

He said that on Tuesday, Rabbi 
Richard Hirsch, the Reform leader 
in Israel, told him that he accepts 
that distinction. “Do we want split 
Jews? One who is recognized as a 
Jew for housing entitlement but not 
for marriage? Whom does that 
serve?" 

Shaki asked the Labour Party why 
it would not permit its members to 
vote in accordance with their consci- 
ence, something it had promised to 
do if the NRP joined a narrow 
Labour-led coalition. “Is this our 
punishment for having helped form a 
unity government?" 

The government's reply was deli- 
vered by Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres, who said it had not taken a 
stand on the subject. But the nation- 
al unity government had been estab- 
lished on two basic principles: to 
observe the religious status quo and 
to act to preserve national unity. 

Peres said the government is not a 
religious authority, and, with all the 
pressing problems it now feces, it is 
doubtful whether this is the time to 
discuss a problem that is “more in 
the realm of Tora than in the realm 
of government." . . 

He said the Law of Return is a 
Zionist Law, not a religious one. It 
has no real implications with respect 
to personal status. ‘It does not 
weaken the authority of the rabbi-

nical courts to rule on matters within 
its jurisdiction, in accordance with 
Halacha. 

Peres said he was neither defend- 
ing nor attacking the law or the 
proposed amendment. “I have come 
to defend national unity and to 
attack the disregard of the difficul- 
ties involved in maintaining it." 

The prime minister called on di- 
aspora leaders and Israeli repre- 
sentatives to meet and seek a solu- 
tion that would “answer the Zionist 
need and the religious position." 

Addressing the religious parries, 
he said: “You know that legislation 
cannot save the Jews who are being 
lost to our people. The law is not a 
dam against the danger of assimila- 
toty marriages and it cannot stop 
‘the small Holocaust' that is thre- 
atening our existence." 

Peres said that, in view of that 
danger, it was incumbent on all of us 
to stand together; to help everyone 
who is fighting assimilation: to cre- 
ate a good atmosphere of “great 
belonging" and to mobilize all the 
means of bringing the diaspora clos- 
er to Israel. 

In the last analysis, Peres said, the 
Law of Return or its amendment 
would not determine how Jews 
would live in Israel or abroad, but 
the law would determine the recip- 
rocal relations between Israel and 
the diaspora.

“It’s not right that the Arab Knesset 
members vote on this subject. I don't 
say they don’t have the right. I say 
they ought not to vote." 

Hillef: "Once a subject is raised in 
the Knesset. all members have the 
right to vote as they see fit." 

Before Shaki spoke. Elazar Gra- 
not (Mapam) presented a bill that 
would require a majority of 80 Knes- 
set members to change the definition 
of a Jew in the Law of Return. 

After Shaki spoke. Shulamit Alo- 
ni (Citizens Rights Movement) pre- 
sented an amendment to the Law of 
Return amending the definition of 
the word Jew to “anyone who de- 
clares in good faith that he is Jewish 
and has tied his fate to that of the 
Jewish people and who has one Jew- 
ish parent." 

But both Granot and Aloni later 
withdrew their bills. 

Granot said the state has no right 
to intervene in the definition of the 
Jewish religious character, just as 
religion has” no right to intervene in 
the definition of the Jewish national 
character. 

Aloni said that the Law of Return 
is a Zionist law aimed at furthering 
the Ingathering of the Exiles. .And it 
must remain a Zionist law. she 
urged. It must serve as an en- 
couragement to Jews to come here 
without having to undergo screening 
or a second conversion.

Treasury to stall pension increases

An enhanced version of the 
National Insurance Insliture pension 
bill was worked out by the Knesset 
Labour and Social Affairs Commit- 
tee this week, despite a Finance 
Ministry threat to withdraw the bill if 
the committee makes any substan- 
tive changes. 

The committee’s recommenda- 
tions to increase benefits to pension- 
ers were characterized by a Treasury 
spokesman as “definitely unaccept- 
able." 

But subsequently it was derided 
that Finance Minister Yitzhak Mod- 
a*i would speak to the committee on 
Monday, with the bill's sponsor. 
Labour an.d Social Affairs Minister 
Moshe Katsav. and Nil Director- 
General Nissim Baruch. 

The three are expected to present 
the original bill as “the best deal 
attainable under current economic 
conditions." 

The committee, under the chair- 
manship of MK Ora Namir 


(Alignment-Labour), on Monday 
suggested changes in the bill, which 
is designed to update Nil stipends 
for pensioners and other low-income 
groups, whose sole income is what 
they receive from the Nil. 

The committee proposed that the 
full cost-of-living increment be paid, 
instead of the reduced amount re- 
quired by the economic package 
deal. 

If Moda’i and Katsav persuade the 
committee to accept the original bill, 
it is expected to go to the plenum for 
its second and third readings next 
week. Given the unity government’s 
automatic majority, it should pass 
without further problems. 

But this will be too late for this 
month’s Nil stipends, which will 
remain at last month's levels. With 
December's low consumer price in- 
dex of 3.7 per cent, the Nil benefi- 
ciaries also will go without a C-o-L 
increment - a situation they, as the 
nation's poorest, will find harder to 
endure rhan will salaried workers.

New boss tells Ata 
workers must work 
harder, talk less

HAIFA. - Industrialist Eliezer 
Peleg. general manager of the Ata 
textile concern, has called for “less 
talk and more work" by the workers. 

Peleg made this comment to rep- 
resentatives of the Ata works com- 
mittee after his appointment was 
approved by the Haifa District Court 
on Tuesday. 

Committee chairman Pinhas 
Groob said Peleg clearly intended to 
save the company and secure em- 
ployment for as many of its 2.600 
workers as possible. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
he intends to bring in four expert 
volunteers to examine Ata's affairs. 

Peleg will then formulate a 12- 
montlf recovery programme in 
accordance with the terms of the 
agreement reached with the govern- 
ment. 

Peleg will receive a token dollar-a- 
year salary, but will probably receive 
a big bonus if his plan succeeds. 

The Post learned that the firm has 
many orders but is not yet geared for 
full production. The’ Kiryat Ata 
plant is scheduled to return to full 
operation only next week. 

Ara workers and Haifa Labour 
council officials were optimistic that 
Peleg. who has much experience in 
textiles, will help put the company 
back on its feet. 

Haifa Labour Council official 
Avraham Hameiri. who handled the 
Ata crisis, said that after meeting 
Peleg he was convinced that he 
would make every effort to revitalize 
the company. 


Suspected black 
marketeers robbed 

TEL AVTV (Itim). - Three Gazans 
said they were robbed here on Tues- 
day of IS21.5 million, which they had 
allegedly just obtained by illegally 
selling dollars. 

The three men told the police that 
two armed men approached them at 
the central bus station, where they 
allegedly said they had just sold 
$30,000. They said that the armed 
men pushed the one with the money 
into the taxi in which they had 
travelled from Gaza, and drove off. 
The one that was pushed into the taxi 
said a struggle ensued in which he 
was stabbed in the hand. He was 
then robbed, he said, and shoved out 
of the taxi into the street. 

The police found the taxi yester- 
day abandoned in Hel Hashiryon 
Street in Tel Aviv and discovered 
$7,000 in the vehicle, which, the 
robbers had apparently overlooked. 

When the victims complained to 
the police on Tuesday they only 
reported that their car had been 
stolen. They said they had come to 
Tel Aviv to buy a used car. but that 
when they failed to find a suitable 
one they went to eat at a restaurant 
at the bus station. 

The police became suspicious 
when each of the three men told a 
different version of what had hap- 
pened. Under questioning, the 
Gazans revealed the story of the 
robbery and the suspected currency 
transaction.

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London ‘Times’ reports: 

Iran suicide squads 


to spread terror 


LONDON (AP). - Iran has set up a 
special military unit to recruit and ■ 
train suicide squads to carry out 
terrorist operations in countries 
opposed to Ayatollah Khomeini’s 
Islamic republic. The Times of Lon- 
don reported yesterday. 

It said documents obtained by an 
Iranian opposition movement and 
turned over to the paper name Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, the United Arab 
Emirates. Jordan and France as 
prime targets of the unit. 

It said the unit is called the "Inde- 
pendent Brigade of Irregular War- 
fare in Enemy Territories" and that 
a leading figure behind its creation is 
stated to be Hussein Musawi. leader 
of the Islamic Amal militia in Leba- 
non. a radical faction of Lebanon's 
main Shi'ite Moslem militia. Amal. 

Musawi. a former school teacher, 
is based in the Syrian-controlled east 
Lebanese city of Baalbek and is 
known to work close! v with Iranian 


Revolutionary Guards stationed 
there. 

Published reports have quoted 
U.S. intelligence sources as blaming 
him for the 1983 truck bombings of 
the U.S. Embassy in West Beirut 
and the U.S. Marine headquarters in 
Beirut. He has denied this, though 
he says he supports anti-western ac- 
tions. 

The Times said the documents 
show that the new unit is seeking 
“specialized military instructors who 
should be under 30 years old. prefer- 
ably bachelors and who ‘must be 
completely committed to martyr- 
dom.’” 

In another development, hun- 
dreds of Iranian political prisoners 
have been executed since the begin- 
ning of January in prisons around 
Iran, according to a statement issued 
in Paris yesterday by the opposition 
People's" Mujahedeen Organization 
of Iran. 


No life term fot dead murderer 


LOS ANGELES ( Reuter). - A judge declared a dead man guilty of murder 
but rejected a prosecutor’s demand for a sentence of life imprisonment. 

“The sentence has already been pronounced and God was the avenger." 
Los Angeles Superior Court Judge Robert Fratianne declared Tuesday. 

The case concerned Clifford Morgan, convicted in 1983 of employing two 
men - both later sentenced to death - to murder his second wife, Nancy'. 44, 
and their eight-year-old son, Mitchell. 

Nancy Morgan was stabbed 45 times and the boy 20 times before they died. 
Two months earlier, Morgan had taken out insurance policies worth $920,000 
on their lives. 

But Morgan, 57. died last June of cancer before he could be sentenced. 

At stake in court was the insurance money. 

The judge said his judgement should make it more difficult for Morgan’s 
first wife and their four children, who are now Morgan's heirs, to collect the 
insurance. 

Prosecutor Jeffrey Jonas asked Fratianne to pass a life sentence without 
the possibility of parole to prevent the money from going to Morgan's first 
wife and children. 

Jonas wants the money to go to the heirs of the second Mrs. Morgan - her 
mother and sister. 

Under California law, a man who has been sentenced cannot benefit in any 
way from the proceeds of the crime. But without a sentence, a conviction 
cannot stand. 


China and Vietnam exchange prisoners 


PEKING (Reuter). - China and 
Vietnam yesterday exchanged pris- 
oners on their border a month before 
the feuding Communist neighbours 
together celebrate the lunar New 
Year. 

China said it released 15 Viet- 
namese who had confessed to armed 
provocations, reconnaissance and 
sabotage within China. 

Vietnam said it freed four fisher- 
men and 67 other Chinese arrested 
for intruding into its territory. 

The exchange was made at the 
Friendship Pass between China’s 
Guangxi region and Vietnam. 


The Vietnam News Agency, mon- 
itored in Bangkok, said it was re- 
grettable that Peking had rejected 
Hanoi's proposal for a border cease- 
fire from today to February 26 to 
allow people in border areas to cele- 
brate the New Year. 

But China meanwhile accused 
Vietnam of launching a series of 
attacks on the southern Chinese pro- 
vince of Yunnan on Tuesday. 

The official New China News 
Agency yesterday said Chinese bor- 
der troops bad beaten back the Viet- 
namese forces, killing or wounding a 
number of intruders. 


Mudslide buries 38 in Brazilian shantytown 


SAO PAULO (Reuter). - At least 
38 persons were killed when a mud- 
slide swept through a shantytown in 
the Brazilian city of Victoria, and the 
final death toll could be higher, 
officials saif yesterday. 


Fire brigade officials said 26 
bodies had been recovered and be- 
tween 12 and 15 bodies remained 
buried beneath tons of rock and mud 
that swept over hillside shacks Tues- 
day.

Soviets admit soldier fled 


unit in Afghanistan for U.S. 


MOSCOW (AP). - The Soviet Un- 
ion acknowledged publicly for the 
first time yesterday that one of its 
soldiers had defected in Afghanis- 
tan, and said another Soviet soldier 
given asylum in the U.S. wants to 
come home. 

The defection as disclosed in an 
article by the official news agency 
Tass. which said the case of 20-year- 
old defector Nikolai Ryzhkov, who 
returned to the Soviet Union last 
month, was “exceptional." 

The Soviet Union usually portrays 
Afghan deserters as having been 
captured and then coerced. 

Tass also said Afghanistan veteran 
Alexander Voronov has told the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington that 
he wants to return home, but that the 
U.S. State Department is dragging 
its feet on the case. Tass said Voro- 


nov was captured by rebels and 
beaten before going to the L’.S. 

Ryzhkov deserted his military 
construction unit on June 16. 1983. 
but returned home .last month after 
asking to be reunited with his family 
in the Central .Asian republic of 
Kazakhstan. 


Tass did not say what punishment 
was meted out to Ryzhkov, who 
returned in December, a month af- 
ter two other defecting soldiers re- 
turned to Moscow from Britain. A 
fourth decided to remain in the U.S. 


Rvzhkov said he had been lured 
into sexual affairs with men and 
women and promised an easy life. 
But in return he had to testify that he 
was an eyewitness to Soviet atroci- 
ties against Afghan civilians. Tass 
said. 


Five die in huge Australian brushfires 


SYDNEY (AP). - Huge brushfires 
continued to rage across many parts 
of southern Australia yesterday, 
ravaging farming areas and roasting 
more than 30,000 head of livestock 
alive as the deaths of two firefighters 
raised the human cost of the fire to 
five. 

Six major brushfires were blazing 
in the state of New South Wales, and 
in Victoria state firefighters were 
still trying to control big fires in 
remote areas, the fire authorities 
said. 

But fires in South Australia state 
had been contained, they said/ 

The rash of brushfires first proved 
fatal on Monday night when three ; 


people fled their home to the appa- 
rent sanctuary of a dam. They were 
swamped by flames before reaching 
the dam. while their house escaped 
the blaze. 


A volunteer firefighter died when 
he reached a dam after battling a fire 
near the southern New South Wales 
town of Yass. but drowned in the 
water bordering the flames. 

Details on the other death were 
not available last night.

Bhopal bans reopening of Union Carbide 


BHOPHAL (Reuter). - Union Car- 
bide will never be permitted to 
reopen its plant in the central Indian 
city of Bhopal, where a gas leak 
killed 2,500 persons, the state's chief 
minister said. 

Arjun Singh, chief minister of 
Madhya Pradesh of which Bhopal is 
the capital, told a political meeting 
Tuesday night the central govern- 
ment in New Delhi had approved 
this decision. 

Union Carbide's chairman War- 
ren Anderson said last week the firm 
might set up a new factory on the 
Bhopal site to provide jobs for the 
650 persons laid off since the plant 
was closed after the leak last month. 


Singh accused what he called 
“mischief-makers'* of spreading 
panic and false rumours to persuade 
people to sell their property at a 
giveaway price. 

India's attorney-general flew to 
the U.S. this week to consult Amer- 
ican legal experts before starting 
legal proceedings against Union 
Carbide, the United News of India 
said. 


KIDNAP. - Argentine landowner 
Ricardo Lanusse. a cousin of former 
president Alejandro Lanusse. was 
released unharmed early yesterday 
after being held by kidnappers for 10 
days. 


NEW DELHI (AP). - A Sikh high 
priest was shot and wounded by 
three motorcycle-riding gunmen 
yesterday in India's troubled Punjab 
state, the state authorities reported. 

The army and police launched an 
extensive bunt for the gunmen. 

Kiipal Singh, one of the five high 
priests of Sikhism, was reported in 
stable condition after emergency 
surgery at the Christian Medical Col- 
leee Hospital in Ludhiana City, the 
United News of India reported. 

Two of his aides, also wounded, 
were listed out of danger at the 
hospital, the agency said. 

A Punjab government spokesman 
said the three gunmen followed Kir- 
pal Singh's car on a highway and 
opened fire when the vehicle stop- 
ped briefly. 

Officials speculated that the 
attack may have been staged by a 
youth group opposed to Kirpal Singh 


or by obscure extremists determined 
to sabotage the new government's 
move to resolve the lingering Punjab 
crisis. 

Kirpal Singh, the head priest of 
the Akal Takht. seat of the highest 
authority in Sikhism, is regarded as a 
hardliner. He bitterly denounced the 
June army assault on the Golden 
Temple complex in Amritsar, saying 
India's 13 million Sikhs will never 
"forget that sacrilege." 

After Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhi was assassinated by two Sikh 
bodyguards on October 31. a joint 
statement was released on behalf of 
the five high priests mourning her 
death. The' next day. Kirpal Singh 
withdrew his name from the state- 
ment. saying he did not want to 
express regret on the slaying of the 
person who ordered the “desecra- 
tion" of the holiest Sikh shrine. 


Cypriot leaders seek accord 
to reunite hostile zones 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). - 
Leaders of the Greek Cypriot and 
Turkish Cypriot communities meet 
here today for the first rime in nearly 
six years to try to avoid a permanent 
partition of their island. 

Spyros Kvprianou. recognized by 
all countries except Turkey as the 
president of Cyprus, will confer with 
Rauf Denktash. leader of a proc- 
laimed Turkish Cypriot state whose 
establishment 14 months ago is ack- 
nowledged only by Ankara. 

With the assistance of UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar.* they aim to complete the 
framework for a two-zone federal 
state. 

This would reunite the majority 


Greek Cypriots with the Turkish 
Cypriots, who represent only about 
20 per cent of the population, and 
secure a withdrawal of Turkish 
troops who have occupied northern 
Cyprus for more than 10 years. 

The proposed agreement, accord- 
ing equal political status to the two 
communities, was drafted during 
three gruelling rounds of separate 
meetings last 'autumn between the 
UN chief and the two Cypriot lead- 
ers. 

Denktash has depicted the accord 
as virtually ready for signing. But 
Kyprianou insists farther negotia- 
tions are required on a number of 
important issues including the ques- 
tion of international guarantees. 


3 top Taiwan officials nabbed 
in California killing scandal 


TAIPEI (Reuter). - Three senior 
Taiwanese intelligence officials have 
been arrested in connection with the 
murder of a prominent Chinese wri- 
ter in California, government 
sources said yesterday. 

As Taiwan reeled under its biggest 
political scandal for a decade, the 
sources said that at least three mem- 
bers of the military intelligence 
bureau under the Defence Ministry 
had been detained over the shooting 
of Hemy Liu. 52. m Daly City. 
California on October 15. 

They said government leaders 
were trying to determine how high 
involvement in. the murder' could go 
and whether there had been an 


attempt at a cover-up. 

A special committee appointed by 
president Chiang Ching-Kuo had 
started to probe intelligence involve- 
ment in the kilting of Lui, a frequent 
critic of Taiwan's policies, they said. 

After the government announced 
Tuesday that intelligence agents 
were involved in the killing, mem- 
bers of Parliament said the disclo- 
sure could seriously damage 
Taiwan’s reputation and its ties with 
the U.S. 

San Francisco Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein said yesterday the U.S. 
State Department was negotiating 
"with Taiwan on the possible 'return 
of two suspects in the killing of Liu. 


Life at snail’s pace in frozen Europe 


PARIS (Reuter). - Freezing 
temperatures brought life to a snail's 
pace in most of Europe yesterday, 
with weathermen seeing no immedi- 
ate end to the conditions that have 
cut roads, blocked canals and rivers 
and killed more than 300 people. 

Most European centres, gripped 
by a cold spell for the past two 
weeks, reported continued heavy 
snow. 

• In Brussels at least two people, 
including a three-year-old child, 
died when a gas pipe* fractured, trig- 
gering an explosion which de- 
molished four houses and set fire to 
two others. 

Inland waterways froze, in Bel- 


gium and France, trapping barges. 

Driving conditions throughout 
Europe were at best difficult, with 
Dutch authorities ordering less salt 
to be spread on roads in order to 
preserve dwindling stocks. 


Tokyo’s newest extortionist: Monster Man X 


TOKYO (AP). - The police S3id yesterday they had 
arrested a couple in Tokyo on charges of trying to extort 
100 millioa yen ($400,000) from Sapporo Breweries with 
threats of poisoning its beer. 

Meanwhile, the extortion gang that has eluded the 
police since last March - “The Man with 21 Faces” - 
claimed in a letter received by news media yesterday that 
it would keep trying until it collected 1.3 billion yen 
($5.1m.). So far. no money has been reported paid to it. 
despite its placing of some poisoned candy on store 
shelves last October. 

In still another case, the police yesterday arrested four 
Japanese men. including one gang member, on charges 
of lacing two bottles of seasoning with lethal doses of 
sodium cyanide at. a Tokyo restaurant last August. The 
police said (hey were investigating the motives in that 
incident. 

The Sapporo Brewery case marked the third time in 
the past five days that the Japanese police 'have 
apprehended people who tried to extort money by 
imitating the "21 Faces” gang. 

The arrested pair, a common-law couple, had 
threatened in a note dropped off at the brewery presi- 
dent's house on New Year’s day to “distribute poisoned 


beer" unless Sapporo handed over 100m. yen, the police 
said. 

The pair, identifying themselves as “Monster Man X” 
were arrested Tuesday at a spot where they had in- 
structed the brewery to tie the money to a rope and lower 
it to a dry river bed. the police said. 


On Saturday, the police apprehended and later re- 
leased two youths who allegedly tried to extort 450.000 
yen ($1,800) from a Nestle Co. subsidiary in Japan after 
watching television reports about the candy extortion- 
ists. 

The following day. the police admonished two 
elementary school boys for drafting a blackmail letter to 
extort 600 yen (two dollars) from a restaurant in Tokyo 
with Threats that they would inject sodium cyanide in 
spices. 


In the actual restaurant poisoning case a waitress at a 
Japan ese-style cake shop in Tokyo noticed that a bottle 
of soy sauce and a bottle of vinegar were discoloured. 

The bottles were sent for analysis to the National 
Research Institute of Police Science, where the season- 
ings were discovered to contain nine grams of sodium 
cyanide, or enough to kill 45 adults.

Six killed in bid to 
rescue iff seaman 


HONOLULU (Reuter). - A U.S. 
Air Force helicopter on a rescue 
mission in the North Pacific crashed 
into a freighter yesterday, killing six 
of the aircraft's seven crewmen and 
leaving the seventh missing and pre- 
sumed dead. 


An Air Force spokesman said the 
HH-53 helicopter bad been sent 
from Hickam Air Force Base in 
Honolulu to pick up an ill British 
seaman on the Panamanian- 
registered Asian Beauty. 


The helicopter crashed into the 
19,552-ton vessel about 850 
kilometres north of Honolulu, he 
said. The cause was not yet known. 

A fire broke out aboard the Asian 
Beauty after the crash but was ex- 
tinguished. No injuries to the ship’s 
crew were reported. 


Coroner won’t handle 
Aids victims’s body 


LONDON (Reuter). - A London 
pathologist has refused to handle the 
body of an Aids (Acquired Imm une 
Deficiency Syndrome) victim be- 
cause ofa risk of infection , according 
to a Coroners Court official. 


Frightened mortuary staff refused 
to take the body out of its sealed 
plastic bag and it was cremated with- 
out a post-mortem examination, a 
London inquest was told Tuesday. 

The coroner recorded .an open 
verdict on 34-year-old homosexual 
artist, Eddie Cairns, who died a year 
after contracting Aids because the 
exact cause of his death could not be 
confirmed. 


2 reber groups claim 

to hold EBuopian towii' 


KHARTOUM (AP). - Two Ethio- 
pian anti-government movements 
claimed yesterday to have seized a 
town in northern Ethiopia for at 
least five days, killing and wounding 
559 Ethiopians and capturing 124 
others, before government troops 
counter-attacked. 


A statement by the Tigray Peo- 
ple's Liberation Front and the 
Ethiopia People's Democratic 
Movement said their troops cap- 
tured the town of.Dabat, 460 
kilometres north of the capital Addis 
Ababa on Janufy 9.

PALO ALTO. California (Reuter), 
-Two classic U.S. rituals coincide on 
Sunday when a former sports 
announcer, a certain Ronald 
Reagan, is sworn in as President,

Perhaps seqsmg that hr cannot 
compete with this sporting extrava- 
ganza. Reagan, who was a baseball T 
commentator before Hollywood and 
politics claimed him. has delayed the 
ceremonial pari of his re- 
inauguration until the next day. L 

That allows him. like the rest or 
the nation, to focus on the action in 
Palo Alto in what promises to be one 
of the most absorbing contests in the 
19-vear history of the Bowl. 

Justice has been served this year as 
the teams that have won through to 
the championship - the San Francis- 
co 49ers and the Miami Dolphins - 
are seen as the best to be produced in 
the 19S4-85 season by the 28-side 
National Football League.

brain-child of Denise Cass and of 
Dr. N. Fohrman who. together with 
Dr. A. Rachman. runs the Pet 
Animal Care Centre in Herzliva. 
This very modern and well-equipped 
animal hospital, located in a con- 
verted villa, is bright and spotlessly 
clean. All kinds of veterinary care is 
given at the centre. Doctors there 
felt a need for a place to send post- 
operative patients, especially when 
the owners are unable to provide the 
necessary intensive care. At the 
same time. Denise Cass, who was 
wondering what to do with her win- 
ter kennels, decided to convert them 
for this purpose. 

These are little closed rooms, rain- 
and wind-proof, just behind my 
house where I can keep an eye on the 
dogs all the time and hear them. We 
take in dogs that are sick or after 
surgery and do all the “after-care” - 
giving medicine, changing dressings, 
taking them to hospital to have their 
stitches out. 

“We also take in bitches in heat, 
which spares the owners all the 
embarrassment of having their stair- 
case plagued by all the neighbour- 
hood machos for three weeks. And 
have a special whelping box for dogs 
giving birth, again saving the owners 
bother and me$s.” r . . • 

These services do not come cheap 
and there is no' Kupat Holim for 
dogs. Charges at Dog Farm are 
IS3.600 a day for boarding, slightly 


more for the rest home and post- 
operative care. According to Dr. 
Fohrman. people have been known 
to spend S300 to $500 having their 
dog investigated for a diagnosis. 

“Just having a routine check-up 
on your parrot costs $30." he says. 

And Israelis pay. Although" not 
animal-mad in the same way the 
English are - Denise has one 13- 
year-old dog whose owners phone 
from the U.K. every few days to see 
how she is - they are certainly more 
dog-conscious than they used to be. 

“Many Israelis still keep them as 
guard dogs on short chains and don't 
give them love and attention, but 
they are improving. However, there 
is still the element of the status 
symbol. They like big pedigree dogs, 
whereas the foreign diplomats who 
use the kemiels bring all kinds of 
mutts." 

Denise hopes that the idea of the 
boarding kennels - and also of the 
“cattery” which they recently 
opened - will catch on widely. 

“Amongst Israelis, it's common to 
leave the dog with a neighbour, but 
it's unsatisfactory for all con- 
cerned." She tells the story of a man 
who left his prize Dalmatian with a 
friend to save money on kennels. 
The dog was run over and killed. 

“Now he could kick himself." she 
says. “It will cost far more to replace 
the dog than for the stay at the 
kennels.”

UNCLE Moses Farm is on Moshav

Moshe himself has been a profes- 
sional dog trainer for over 20 years, 
and in Israel has trained “Tulip” of 
the “Somersaults” children's TV 
programme and also “Shtecker” of 
the TV service broadcasts. 

Moshe specializes in puppy man- 
agement - instruction to new dog 
owners on the best care for their 
animals. When serious training 
starts, Moshe believes that private 
tuition, on a one-to-one basis, gets 
better results than group courses.

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Singer of signs 


SUSAN FREUNDLICH has turned 
silence into an art form with her 
interpretations, in American Sign 
Language -( ASL). of powerful poli- 
tical messages in the songs of Pete 
Seeger. Arlo Guthrie and Holly 
Near. 

Her audience in the U.S. is the 
largest cross-cultural group in the 
nation: the 34,000.000 people who 
have varying degrees of hearing im- 
pediments. ” 

Using ASL. movement and im- 
agination Freundiich gets the deaf to 
hear the rumblings of tomorrow's 
revolution today. And the message 
is: join us. No longer need the deaf 
be isolated from the social changes, 
streams and reforms that are spread- 
ing throughout the world. 

Freundiich feels very strongly that 
the isolation of the deaf is an act of 
imperialism rather than necessity. 
Sign language, she says, is as rich arid 
expressive as any other, and yet in 
most countries the deaf are forced to 
voice a language they cannot hear. 

Therefore, to get her own message 
across. Freundiich gives workshops 
wherever she performs: in the U.S.. 
Canada. Australia and Jamaica. As 
a Jew who has never been to Israel, 
she is eager to share her views with 
people here. In fact, the piece with 
which she most identifies, and which 
she performed recently to a standing 
ovation in the middle of a Holly Near 
concert in San Francisco to a stand- 
ing ovation, concerns her ambiva- 
lence towards Israel and her Jewish 
roots in the light of the Lebanon war. 

This show-stopper is a composite 
of a letter and a poem written by two 
of her friends. Amy Horowitz and 
Kathy Engel. 

Contradictions tick on. Different 
names, faces, nonetheless the same, 
familiar. Like Arab Palestinians and 
Israeli Jews forming organizations 
and communities and parties to 
struggle beyond all the rhetoric to- 
ward some possible solutions that 
will allow for self-determination of 
both groups... 

Dear reader: I know I had no right 
from far away, .without a degree in 
war. weaponry or even history' to 
indicate that there is anything wrong 
at all to suggest that there is any way 
to peace but war more war that there 
is any way to be but tough to be 
realistic is to acknowledge the real 
facts: injustice answers unjust ice, 
blood answers blood a tank of pre- 
judice fuels us and the unfortunates 
lost along the way are history's punc- 
tuation. unnecessary appendages - 
wildflowers perhaps. 

In her solo performances - she 
gives 100 shows a year - Freundiich 
signs, talks and dances. She does her 
own choreography, with the help of 
her jazz dance instructor. In those 
shows where she interprets the 
words of others for the deaf she is at 
once on the sideline and in the 
spotlight. Her presence becomes an 
integral pan of the show and. in fact, 
she can sometimes leave her side- 
space and share centre stage with the 
singer to make a particular point. 

Freundiich is probably the only

silent partner ever to be featured on 
a record album (the live concert 
given by Holly Near and Ronnie 
Gilbert last year). Another first is 
introducing politically up-to-date 
concepts into sign language (sexism, 
feminism, nuclear freeze.) But the 
biggest first is in making signing an 
integral part of pop concerts. 

Freundiich is not a translator, but 
an interpreter - the difference being 
the involvement needed to bring 
across all the nuances of the original. 
This means that “all the different 
elements that go onto making you 
think ‘this is a good song*" come 
across in ASL and dance, her crea- 
tive (and effective) combination. 

So it was only natural that Freund- 
iich was chosen to be the sign- 
language coach and staff interpreter 
for the Broadway company's pro- 
duction of Children of a Lesser God. 

The play, which .won a Tony 
Award, has three deaf and three 
hearing characters. “It tells what 
happens to deaf people in hearing 
society." Freundiich explained. “It’s 
very international in its impact, and 


the success of the play in many 
countries (it was also performed in 
Israel) brings out the cross-cultural 
commonality of how deaf people are 
treated, and demonstrate successful 
shows can be with signers." 

In the U.S. today. ASL is becom- 
ing almost as commonplace as subti- 
tles. And on the activist concert 
stage, it is fast becoming a must. 

Here. too. Freundiich can be cre- 
dited with much of the success in 
making inieipreting not only accept- 
able. but also available, to the deaf. 
In 1981. she conceived, along with 
Michigan Women Films, a 
documentary in which she was fea- 
tured along with deaf people who. in 
their own language (interpreted for 
the hearing...), told about their ex- 
periences in getting access to the 
performing arts at last. The film 
received an Academy Award 
nomination and the Blue Ribbon in 
the American Film Festival. 

For the past nine years she has 
been an integral part of all of Holly 
Near's concerts. In her solo perform- 
ances. Freundiich always includes 
several of Near's songs. 

Says Near: “There are no personal 
songs, all songs are political." The 
message must be meaningful, stir- 
ring people to action - in her case, 
against nuclear armament, imperial- 
ism and any other form of oppres- 
sion. including sexism. 

Born 33 years ago in Texas. 
Freundiich studied speech therapy in 
Colorado. However, she soon real- 
ized that ASL was a “real” language 
and that the deaf have the same right 
to their language as the hearing have 
to theirs. She then studied sign lan- 
guage and worked as a counsellor to 
the deaf in Massachusetts. 

It was there, in Cambridge, that 
her current career began, as she 
attempted to share with her deaf 
friends Cris Williamson's ground- 
breaking album. The Changer and 
the Changed, the first record ever to 
be produced entirely by women. 
Later that year (1975) she suggested 
to Harvard that they add her. as an 
interpreter, to an upcoming music 
festival - and a new concept was 
born: signed concerts. 

In Israel, while the concept is to 
teach the deaf a variety of languages 
- sign language, lip-reading and 
speech - in practice only the highly- 
educated few really use sign lan- 
guage fluently. Freundiich wants to 
help expand this core, thus “enabl- 
ing deaf people in Israel to get access 
to things they have little access to." 

Until plans are finalized for her 
visit here, her New York apartment 
will await her infrequent homecom- 
ings between concentrated concer- 
tizings.

Euroteam survey shows drop in fixed asset investment 

An annual $1.4b. needed to catch up

TEL AVTV. - Investment in fixed 
assets in Israel fell from 29 per cent 
of the Gross National Product 
(GN'P) in 1975 to 24 per cent of the 
GNP in 19S3. according to a survey 
just completed by the Euroteam 
financial consultancy firm here. The 
survey points out, however, that 
even 24 per cent is a very 1 high figure, 
if compared to industrialized West- 
ern countries, such as the U.S. Bri- 
tain and West Germany, where the 
annual percentage ranges between 
15 and 20 per cent. 

Nevertheless, it is a drop for 
Israel, the survey says, and in the 
near future pressure can be expected 
to increase investment in fixed assets 
as part of the general plan to renew 
economic growth. In order to return 
to the 29 per cent level of 1975. an 
annual investment of SI. 4 billion is 
required. This SI. 4b. is in addition to 
the SI. 5b. which according to the 
country's political leaders should be 
pared off the current national 
budget. 

Another S2b. will also be needed - 
if the budget is actually cut by SI. 5b. 
- to create places of work for an 
estimated 50.000 persons (some of 
whom will be discharged from the 
civil service.) "These 50.000 people 


will have to be provided with the 
tools of production - machinery and 
factories, and the cost will be 
heavy.*’ 

The survey also points out that the 
country's infrastructure, especially 
in transportation and communica- 
tions, grew by only 26 per cent in the 
1975-19S3 period, although the eco- 
nomy as a whole grew by 47 per 
cent." Thus, this infrastructure has 
to catch up. 

As for actual figures. Euroteam 
notes that the high rate of invest- 
ment in fixed assets in Israel (despite 
the drop from 29 to 24 per cent) 
should be considered against the fact 
that the population of Israel in- 
creased by IS percent between 1975 
and 1983. Such a rate of population 
growth in much higher than that of 
any other Western industrialized 
country. 

But the investment in fixed assets 
in Israel also adopted a different 
pattern from that in other countries. 
There was much less contruction of 
public buildings, schools and roads, 
since 30 per cent of the investment in 
fixed assets went to build living quar- 
ters, and 51 per cent went to develop 
water, electricity and other public 
services. 

As for creating places of work, the 


report notes that at present only 23 
per cent of the work force is un- 
ployed in industry, compared with 
35 to 40 per cem.in western Europe. 
If the new jobs to be created for 
50.000 people are in high-tech indus- 
tries. electronics and chemical indus- 
tries. the investment will soar above 
the S2 billion mentioned above. 

For the fixed assets investments in 
19S3. Euroteara gives the fol- 
lowing breakdown: agriculture. S297 
million: water. S7Sm.: industry. 
SI. 138m.: building equipment. 
S86m.: electricity. S2I9m.: com- 
munications and transportation. 
S2061m.; private services. S506m.: 
public services. 5747m.: and hous- 
ing. 54.132 million. 


Government releases $17m. 
to aid faltering industries

The government this week re- 
leased an additional SI" million in 
frozen investment capital to rehabili- 
tate faltering industries, mainly in 
development towns. 

The director-general of the Minis- 
try of Labour and Social Affairs. Z'i 
zllker. yesterday told The Jerusalem 
Post that with the 551m. released last 
month, the total of 568m. will be 
used to help 163 factories increase 
their output and retain their work- 
ers. 

Zilker declined to indicate specific 
companies due to receive the aid. 
but he noted that Ata is not one of 
them. The cash injections, which 
range form 525.000 to over Sim. , are 
to be used in various ways, from 


streamlining production methods 
and replacing obsolete equipment to 
retraining workers. 

The investment money is being 
released under the government s 
programme to renew economic 
growth, a plan which involves the 
ministries of Labour and Social 
Affairs. Finance. Industry and 
Trade, as well as the Hisiadrut and 
the Manufacturers Association. 

The factories accepted for the 
programme were carefully selected 
by the Treasury's Investment Centre 
on the basis of their good potential 
for rehabilitation. Deputy Finance 
Minister Adiel Amora'i heads a 
follow-up committee to supervise 
ihe disbursement of the funds and 
the progress each recipient makes. 


$6m. plant to neutralize poison wastes

About 56 million will be spent to 
build a poison waste neutralization 
plant at Ramat Hovav. south of 
Beersheba. the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade announced yesterday. 

The plant will serve industries all 
over the country that produce toxic 
wastes in the course of their manu- 
facturing processes. Construction 


and maintenance of the site will be 
bv the ministry, in consultation with 
the ministries of health and interior. 

Until now. Ramat Hovav has had 
a poison wastes dumping centre, but 
the Interior Ministry's Environmen- 
tal Protection Service has demanded 
that a neutralization plant also be 
built there. 

The planr is expected to be com- 
pleted in five years, with construc- 


tion in three stages. An inter- 
minisrerial committee of experts is 
looking into the possibility of legisla- 
tion that would require users to pay a 
fee for the services offered at Ramat 
Hovav. 

"Because of the country's finan- 
cial situation, such a plant must 
operate on a sound economic basis, 
an industry ministry spokesman 
said.

West agrees to debt 
deal with Poland 

PARIS (ReuteT). - Western govern- 
ments have completed three years of 
on-off negotiations with Poland by 
agreeing to give the country more 
time to - pay its debts to them, the 
French finance ministry announced 
here yesterday. 

The agreement marks another 
|„step towards a normalization of eco- 
nomic relations between western 
countries and Warsaw after three 
years of friction triggered by the 
imposition of martial law in Poland 
in December 1981. 

Diplomatic sources said the agree- 
ment covers repayments of interest 
and principal on up to $5 billion of 
debt guaranteed by 17 creditor na- 
tions. which should have been re- 
paid between January 1982 and the 
end of last year. 

Debt rescheduling talks between 
the creditors and Poland were block- 
ed after Nato imposed economic 
sanctions against the eastern bloc 
country in early 1982.

The great fruit label war, 
local v. imported products

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - A large plant in a 
development town has accused the 
Citrus Marketing Board erf trying out 
foreign-made fruit labels which cost 
more than locally-made labels, 
thereby jeopardizing existing jobs. 

The factory involved is Ari-Tape 
of Sderot and Ashdod. which pro- 
duces labels and equipment to stick 
labels directly on fruit destined for 
export. The plant's equipment has 
been used successfully here for cit- 
rus. avocado and other fruit. It has 
also been exported to customers in 
the U.S.. Larin America. England 
and Spain. 

Recently, however, the Citrus 
Marketing Board announced it 
would try out similar equipment 
made by Ari-Tape 's British competi- 
tor. Sinclair. This despite the fact 
that the local producer's prices are 
markedly lower, and the local pro- 
duct has’ been praised by customers 
both here and abroad. All appeals to 
the board to explain why foreign 
currency should be spent on a pro- 
duct produced by development town 
workers at lower cost have thus far 
been to no avail, says Ari-Tape man- 
ager David Caspi. 

"Officials at the Citrus Marketing 
Board who were asked to comment 
gave contradictory replies. What 
could be learned is that they are 
pleased with Ari-Tape products used 
for oranges and grapefruits for some 
time. 

They could not explain why. if 
they were so pleased, there was a 
need to try out new and more expen- 
sive imported machines and labels. 

One board official said that im- 
ported machines will be used along 
with the local ones on an ex- 
perimental basis this season. They 
will be used on only two types of 
easy-pealing citrus fruit, which have 


a rough skin that makes it difficult to 
attach labels. . 

He added that the decision to 
conduct the test came after only one 
spot check of the locally made 
machine and stickers. He said that 
this check showed that only about 40 
per cent of the labels adhered to the 
easy-io-peal fruit. 

Cispi said ifrat he docs not know 
what machines or labels were used 
for this one test, because the CMB 
did not inform him about it. It is 
highly likely that the inspectors used . 
machines and labels not suited for 
the fruit at hand. 

Caspi also pointed out that in 
another test made with his participa- 
tion and with a proper machine and 
labels, the success rate had been 
over 90 per cent. He added that the 
second test had been made with rhe 
participation of a CMB official. 

He added that unconnected with 
the above problem, but within the 
framework of the plant's continuing 
efforts to improve their product, 
they are now coming out with a new 
label made of a plastic material, 
developed at Kibbutz Sa'ad. 
According to Caspi this new label 
has even belter adhesive qualities 
and costs no more than the paper 
labels now in use.

-DEARBORN (Reuter). - Ford 
Moior Company chairman Philip 
Caldwell retires this month after 
■what he describes as “the best year in 
- : the history of the company by just 
about any measure vou can think 
of.” 

■' final 1984 profit figures for the 
No. 2 U.S. carmaker have not been 
•issued, but Caldwell told Reuters 
‘■that the profits were "going to be 
'great.” 

- He said fourth-quarter profits 
could safely be projected above the 
’S78J million earned in the final 
period of 1983. With such results. 
Ford’s net earnings for the full year 


could surpass $3 billion, well up on 
the record Sl.87b. earned in 1983. . 

The two consecutive years of re- 
cord profits are a marked turnar- 
ound from when Ford was mired in 
the industry's deep recession, losing 
S3.26b. in the 1980-1982 period and 
suffering a steady erosion in its share 
of its home market as imports, main- 
ly from Japan, soared. 

America's other two major car- 
makers, Chrysler and General 
Motors, have also recovered from 
the doldrums as U.S. car sales 
boomed in 1984, although industry 
experts see little further improve- 
ment in demand this year. 


Norway cuts oil price by at least $1 


OSLO (Reuter). - Norway has cut 
its crude oil price by at least one 
"dollar per barrel to a January level 
‘just a few cents above current free- 
- market prices, authoritative energy 
industry sources said yesterday. 

Sources in Statoil said on Monday 
the company was abandoning its 
pre-fixed contract pricingpolicy and 
Would seek individual agreements 
•with customers at prices reflecting 
the market, which has been weak 
due to over-supply. 

The industry sources said yester- 
day that the state-owned Statoil 
.company would charge between $27 
and S27.50 per barrel for crude oil 
loaded this month, compared to cur- 
rent spot-market levels hovering just 
above S27. 

Statoil's last official price, for 
November loading, was $28.95 for 
Jts Ekofisk crude. The sources said 
this blend would cost between 
‘$27.40 and $27.50 in January. This 


represents a cut of $2.50 per barrel of 
Ekofisk crude since September. 

Norway, which produces just 1.1 
per cent of total world oil output, has 
been thrown into world prominence 
since it cut prices in October and sent 
shock waves through markets and 
Opec. 

Meanwhile Exxon Corp., the 
world's largest oil company, has 
joined the latest round of American 
oil industry price-cutting, announc- 
ing yesterday it has reduced the price 
it will pay for the top grade of oil in 
the U.S. by one dollar a barrel to 
$28. 

Exxon, citing “competitive mar- 
ket conditions," announced the 
price cut a day after No. 2 Mobil 
Corp. undercut other industry giants 
by lowering the price it will pay for 
the domestic benchmark blend. 
West Texas Intermediate, by $1.25, 
to $27.50 a barrel. 


Rumania takes steps to avert energy crisis 


BUCHAREST (Reuter). - Ruma- 
nia has announced a series of mea- 
sures - including a shortening of the 
work week - to avert an energy crisis 
jas bitterly cold winter conditions 
! persist throughout Europe. 

According to the Austrian Press 
; Agency, some industries have been 
ordered to cut the number of daily 
shifts from three to one. while other 
concerns have been 3Sked to switch 
from a five to a three-dav week. 


The cutbacks were approved at a 
specially-convened meeting chaired 
by President Nicolae Ceausescu. 

Rumania recently announced a 
programme to reduce its fuel and 
electricity bill by updating products, 
introducing new technology and re- 
cycling metal, plastics and timber. 
The move is an attempt to achieve 
major savings in the 1985 economic 
development plan .

« He was bitterly attacked by mem-

wered by commercial advertising and 
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accused him of handing over a public 
service to private interests. 

Bat cheered on by ruling Con- 
servatives, Ashton said the BBC 
should be allowed to raise cash bv 
advertising in the same way as Bn-> 
tain's commercial networks. He re- 
jected a proposed rise in the licence 
fee the BBC charges Britain’s televi- 
sion set owners. 

The state-chartered but politically 
independent BBC raises a vast prop- 
ortion of its revenue through the 
licence fee, which it wants to raise 
from £46 ($51) to £65 ($72) a year for 
a colour set.

Sultan of Brunei snaps up 
Dorchester Hotel for £ 40 m.+ 


LONDON (AP). - The elegant Dor- 
chester Hotel has been sold to the 
Sultan of Brunei, a hotel spokes- 
woman said yesterday. 

The sale price was not disclosed, 
but i r was said to be in excess of the 
£40 million (then $52m.) paid when 
the hotel changed hands last July. 

The sale of the world-famous 285- 
room hotel overlooking Hyde Park 
was agreed to Tuesday by the sul- 
tan's representatives and the 
Hongkong-based Regent Interna- 
tional Hotels Co. 

Regent bought the hotel last July 
for an estimated £40m. from a Mid- 
dle Eastern syndicate. The sultan's 
price was “certainly in excess of 
that/' said the spokeswoman, who 
spoke on condition she not be identi- 
fied. 

The oil-rich sultan, who maintains 


a suite at the Dorchester for his 
regular visits to Britain, had made 
several bids in recent months and. 
eventually, his offer could not he 
refused, the spokeswoman said. 

Under the terms of the deal with 
Azim Investments, a company own- 
ed solely by the sultan, another 
£20m. ($22. 4m) will be pledged to- 
ward refurbishing the hotel." which 
was built in 1931." 

The hotel employs 600 staff to 
look after a limit of no more than 420 
guests. A single room costs £85 ($95) 
a night. The hotel's 72 suites go for 
up to £500 ($560).

Cancer fund owns tobacco firm shares 


LONDON (AP). - British cancer 
charities, medical institutions and 
health authorities are among prom- 
inent investors in the tobacco indus- 
try, says a report by the British 
Medical Association. 

Those who own shares in tobacco 
companies include the British Heart 
Foundation, the Institute of Cancer 
Researeh, the Royal College of 
Surgeons itf England and regional 
health 'authorities in Glasgow and 
London, said the report, published 
Sunday. 

It said that one charity group, the 
Imperial Cancer Research Fund, 
owned at least 100,000 shares in 


Grand Metropolitan, the hotel and 
brewery chain which won control of 
the U.S. Liggett <& Myers tobacco 
company in May 1980. 

The BMA report is pan of its 
latest advertising campaign against 
cigarette smoking, which it says con- 
tributes to 100.000 premature deaths 
in Britain each year. 

BMA secretary Dr. John Havard 
said he was surprised to see some of 
“the names unhe report, which lists 
several hundred contributors. 

But many organizations, he said, 
probably were not aware that their 
investments, which were left to spe- 
cialist brokers, were in tobacco. 


S. African bank denies return to controls 


JOHANNESBURG ( Reuter): - 
The governor of South Africa's Re- 
serve Bank, Gerhard de Kock, said 
yesterday the bank had no intention 
of reintroducing foreign exchange 
controls on non-residents. 

He was responding to speculation 
in New York that the Reserve Bank 
might reintroduce controls in a bid to 
check the rand's plunge against the 
dollar. 

“South Africa does not want to 
change the rand into a mousetrap 
currency, something that one can get 


into but not out of.” De Kock said. It 
would be a backward step, indicating 
a lack of confidence in the economy, 
he said. 

De Kock said the rand had fallen 
because of the strength of the dollar, 
as had other major currencies, but 
that the rand had fallen further be- 
cause of a decline in the price of gold 
and a four-year drought. 

De Kock said: "Imports are falling 
and exports rising and the current 
account is now in surplus, so that is 
not a problem." 


Turkish inflation rate rose in I9S£ 

ANKARA (Reuter). - Two govern- 
ment bodies have reported a Turkish 
inflation rate of around 50 per cent 
last year, up from about 40 per cent 
in 19S3. 

Figures released Tuesday by the 
Undersecretariat for Foreign Trade 
and Treasury showed wholesale 
prices - the government's main infla- 
tion indicator - rose 48.4 per cent 
last year after a gain of only 40.9 per 
cent in 1983. 


It said prices rose 2.S per cent in 
December compared with 2.2 per

Contrasting trends on market 


TEL AVIV. - Two contrasting 
trends developed yesterday: the 
“free" shares rose, often sharply, in 
one of the better days these shares 
have had in recent times, but the 
"arrangement" scares fell, often 
sharply for this type of share, where 
fluctuations are generally not great. 

Most of the index-linked bonds 
were not traded, since the stock 
market periodically cancels their 
trading for one day to allow them to 
be re-arranged in line with their 
yields. This applies, of course, to 
those bonds which are "bracketed" 
into 'yield groups" only, but these 
include the grearer part of all bonds. 
Those bonds traded, such as the 
development series, fell by up to 3 
per cent. 

The index of the “arrangement" 
shares fell by 1.51 per cent. Since 
these “arrangement" shares consti- 
tute a considerable pan of the entire 
market, they pulled down the 
General Index to minus 0.15 per 
cent. 

The “free shares" gained 2.77 per 
cent, but even this hike - which 
brings their rise in the first two weeks 
of the current year to 21 . 1 7 per cent - 
fails to tell the whole story. A full 1 14 
of these free shares rose by 5 per cent 
or more, with half a dozen of them 
rising by up to 15 per cent. 

The reason for the sharp rise in the 
“free" shares, which can be called a 
boom, especially since the previous 
day saw a wave of profit-taking, 
items from the low rise in the cost- 
of-living index for December. This, 
of course . would depress the price of

index-linked bonds, which many 
people buy as a shelter from infla- 
tion: but the development also de- 
pressed the prices of the “arrange- 
ment" shares. 

Financial circles point out that 
evidently people do not expect a 
large devaluation, an expectation 
which in the past helped these“ar- 
rangement" shares to rise. Moreov- 
er. the Bank of Israel has been wary 
lately in fixing a bottom for these 
shares. All this caused a flow of 
money out of the “arrangement" 
shares into the “free" shares. 

Some examples of drops in the 
“arrangement" shares: l.D.B. Bet. 
down by 3.9 per cent: Hapoalim 
preferred, down by 10 percent: (but 
Hapoalim remained firm) Leumi 
lost 2.9 per cent. 

Although the move into the 
"free" shares was spread over a wide 
front, it showed particular interest in 
the so-called "solid" shares, such as 
Eiron. Clal Israel. Gal Industries. 
Gal Electronics. Israel Coropora- 
tion. Delek and others.

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Good sense prevails 


THIS HAS BEEN an unusual week. First, the cabinet decision 
on unilateral, phased withdrawal from Lebanon. Then the 
announcement by the Central Bureau of Statistics that the 
December price rise hit a low of 3.7 per cent. And now the 
defeat of the religious lobby’s bid to amend the Law of Return. 

There is, it seems, light at the end of the tunnel - and it is not 
that of the approaching train. 

On the face of it the issue in the Knesset yesterday was Who is 
a Jew' - or. more concretely. Who is a Converted Jew for the 
purpose of immigration to Israel. To this, the religious lobby's 
reply was that only conversion “according to Halacba” could be 
legally recognized. What was not stated outright, though 
dearly implied, was that HaJacha meant as held by the 
Orthodox and ultra-Orthodox rabbinate. 

The attempt, then, was not to bar unconverted gentiles from 
entering Israel under cover of the Law of Return. It was to 
stigmatize all gentiles who have been converted by Reform and 
Conservative rabbis as bogus Jews - in other words, to 
deligitimize the Reform and Conservative movements. 

By way of justification, the NRP's Avner Shaki, a world 
authority on Who is a Jew. repeated his argument that the 
passage of the amendment would help stem the tide of 
assimilation in the diaspora. To the likes of MK Shaki a Reform 
or even a Conservative conversion is not a means of gaining a 
fresh adherent to Judaism, nor a means of preventing a mixed 
marriage. It is, on the contrary, an instrument of assimilation. 

It would have been an admission of intellectual bankruptcy 
for the Knesset to endorse such nonsense, and it is good news 
that the amendment was rejected not by the predicted bare 
majority but by a decisive vote of 62 to 51. The imperative of 
Jewish unity won over the counsel of power-grabbing sectarian- 
ism. 

There is. however, some bad news as well, although it is not 
entirely unexpected. 

The Likud leadership, it turns out, had pledged to the tiny 
religious minority the support of no less than 38 of its Knesset 
members. Fortunately some Likud deputies, heeding their 
consciences, chose to disappoint their chiefs. But it is discon- 
certing to discover that the Likud leadership goes on courting 
the Orthodox parties, even when it is not necessary to keep a 
narrow coalition government going. 

Another piece of bad news is that Shimon Peres, before he 
became premier, had promised the religious factions the 
Alignment's backing on Who is a Jew if they joined it in a 
narrow coalition. This, at any rate, is the claim made by 
Morasha's Yosef Shapira, a minister without portfolio, on 
radio yesterday. To make good his promise Mr. Peres would 
have had to force most, indeed nearly all. Alignment deputies 
to suppress deeply held convictions. 

In the plenum yesterday. Mr. Peres spoke eloquently for the 
defeat of the amendment. He cited the basic policy guidelines 
in which the government undertook to preserve the status quo 
in matters of religion and the state. The premier is now on the 
right track: but he must not stray from it by underwriting any of 
the recently mooted “compromises” which would sneak the 
amendment in through the backdoor. 

An immediate test of his firmness may well be the newest bid 
of the religious lobby, this time to keep off Israel’s television 
screens MK Abba Eban’s much praised English-language 
series on “Civilization and the Jews.” Mr. Eban’s heinous 
crime is his failure to hew blindly to the strict Orthodox line on 
Jewish history. 

Mr. Peres, acting in concert with the education minister, 
Yitzhak Navon, should lose no time in rebuffing this challenge 
by Orthodox politicians unconcerned with national priorities. 
After all, one of the major advantages of a broad national unity 
government was supposed to have been its immunity from 
religious coercion.

ham Sharir went abroad yesterday 
morning, hours before the vote. The 
return of Herut's Eliyahu Ben- 
Elissar from France was delayed by 
weather and Ariel Sharon was still in 
New York during the vote, awaiting 
the outcome of his libel suit against 
Time magazine. All told, nine Likud 
MKs did not support the religious 
parties’ motion. 

According to Shas’s Interior 
Minister Yitzhak Peretz. chat party's 
wrath is directed mainly against 
Labour. “This issue is more serious 
chan the Lebanon withdrawal ques- 
tion. which is a matter of life and 
death for only a small number of 
families, whereas the ‘Who is a 
Jew' question is a matter of life and 
death for the entire nation. 

“I accuse Labour as a whole, in- 
cluding the prime minister, of impos- 
ing strict party discipline during this 
vote to prevent Labour MKs 'from 
voting according to the dictates of 
their conscience. I know that at least 
21 Labourites would have voted 
otherwise if not for this discipline,” 
Peretz claimed. 

The amendmehc now cannot be 
put on the Knesset's agenda again 
for at least six months, but the reli- 
gious parties might now consider 
some of the compromise proposals 
they earlier rejected. Thus they may 
consider giving more authority to the 
local Rabbinate to approve or reject 
conversions done overseas. They 
may also reconsider the prime minis- 
ter's proposal to set up a committee 
that would be required to come up 
with a solution acceptable to all 
within a month. 

It was not clear for much of yester- 
day whether ail of Shas’s MKs were 
still coalition members. As soon as 
the amendment was voted down. 
Doron received a note from Shas's 
MK Ya’acov Yosef (son of former 
Sephardi chief rabbi Ovadia Yosef), 
saying "Most respected lady, this is 
to inform you that as of this minute I 
am no longer a coalition member.” 


Aaron Sittner adds: 

Shas will not leave the coalition 
over the failure of “who is a Jew” 
bill, Peretz told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

Asked' about Yosefs declaration 
that he is “leaving the coalition,” 
Peretz replied: *Tm sure he will 
change his mind. He spoke in a 
moment of great pain and sorrow 
and in effect echoed the feelings of 
all of us.” 

Peretz said Shas will remain in the 
national unity government “because 
we did not join the coalition just to 
play political games but rather to 
work intensively toward establishing 
the pre-eminence of traditional 
Judaism among Israelis. We shall 
keep up the fight.” 

Peretz. whose office is charged 
with population registry, said the 
proposal raised by Energy Minister 
Moshe Shahal - that rabbinical 
courts be given the authority to rule 
on the validity of conversions to 
Judaism abroad - was “defintely 
worthy of consideration” as an 
alternative to a statutory require- 
ment for Orthodox conversions. 

Peretz refused to tell The Post why 
he and Alignment MK Menachem 
Hacohen had to be separated by 
onlookers as the two shouted at each 
other angrily shortly after the vote. 

According to MKs standing near- 
by. Peretz voiced resentment at the 
fact that Hacohes deliberately 
absented himself from the chamber 
while the NRP’s Avner Shaki pre- 
sented the "Who is a Jew" bill, and 
entered only afterwards, when the 
roll call vote was taken. 

Perecz was reported to have 
scolded Hacohen. saying that “to see 
a rabbi act this way is a tragedy - 
enough to make one rend his gar- 
ments." 

To this, Hacohen is reported to 
have retorted angrily that Shas. too, 
had not been overly enthusiastic ab- 
out the legislation, having joined the 
religious lobby only recently.

The hidden menace

THE CURRENT WISDOM as 
propounded by most politicians is 
that unemployment has to be 
avoided at all costs. The argument is 
too well known to be worth repeat- 
ing, it runs the whole Zionist gamut 
from aliya. through the breakdown 
of the social fabric of the state to 
defence. (The Western world in the 
past used those out of work to bols- 
ter their standing armies. Couldn't 
we at least devise" a scheme whereby 
Israel's unemployed are paid to do 
the equivalent for our army, instead 
of taking people for reserve duty 
from companies like Elscint. and the 
Dead Sea Works?) . 

The argument that unemployment 
leads to emigration is more difficult 
to refute, although it is not clear just 
where the would-be emigrant could 
turn fos a better chance of employ- 
ment. With over 3.000.000 out of 
work in the U.K. (13 per cent), and 
the situation not so different in other 
European countries, even the U.S. 
that traditional haven, seems less 
attractive (over 7.000.000 unem- 
ployed). discounting the allure, that 
is. of working illegally. 

Many readers surely C3rry indeli- 
ble memories from the Thirties or 
other periods, depicting the desola- 
tion of long-term unemployment. 
No one in their right senses can 
defend this except, perhaps, some 
latter-day Palmerston (the 19th- 
century British Prime Minister it will 
be recalled, successfully opposed 
parliamentary pressure to help the 
starving Irish by claiming that it was 
wrong to interfere in an “act of 
God"). 

And yet I believe that unemploy- 
ment has a place in our economic 
life. If we are to revive the growth 
pattern of the Sixties and early 


Seventies, it is essential that we scop 
bolstering obsolete companies like 
Ata and "use our scanty reserve* ro 
encourace industries compatible 
with the end of the 20th century. In 
practice, this means the closure of 
inefficient, non-competitive firms, 
which will lead to temporary unem- 
plovment while orher. newer indus- 
tries are established. 


THE PROBLEM of "hidden unem- 
ployment" in the Civil Service and 
other non-commercial institutions is 
well known. What is perhaps not so 
well understood is the real cost of 
maintaining an unnecessary person 
in a job. Such a person uses an office 
and a secretary, perhaps a car. elec- 
tricity and a telephone. Even worse - 
he may write a report or two each 
month’, which others who have a real 
job to do will then have to spend 
valuable time reading. 

Certainly not so well known is the 
large well of hidden unemployment 
in commercial and industrial com- 
panies. where you often see whole 
departments with only a few people 
actually working. 

Hidden unemployment, which 
often starts in the army, has unfortu- 
nately become a fact of Israeli life. 
Isn’t this more demoralising to socie- 
ty as a whole, and more damaging in 
the long run than a short period of 
enforced unemployment? . 

My economist colleagues are al- 
ways' pointing out now much unem- 
ployment costs. For instance, they 
say* all the revenues the British 
Government gets from North Sea 
Oil are paid out in unemployment 
benefits. . 

But the real question posed by the 
Ata settlement is whether the poli- 
tical peace bought for S10 million 


(plus another SI .5 million during the 
two months of negotiations) will 
show any kind of return. 

The message that must have surely 
been underlined was that, however 
inefficient a company is - and it 
would be difficult to be more ineffi- 
cient than Ata - it will always be 
bailed out by the government’ (this 
was essentially rhe underlying im- 
pression of the baoks. enabling them 
to continue manipualting their share 
prices throughout the past decade). 


LET US LOOK at the alternative: 
2.-400 unemployed in the Haifa Bay 
area. This is an area of high employ- 
ment. in which a third of Israel’s 
industrial output originates. 

Since many of Israel’s most mod- 
em industries are being established 
within easy reach of the bay. it is 
reasonable to assume that alterna- 
tive employment for some workers 
would be found. It must be remem- 
bered that, under the present plan, 
almost 1.000 would eventually be 
fired. 

Instead, our tax-pavers (and 
those in the U.S.) bve agreed to pay 
almost 50 per cent of tne wages of 
unnecessary workers for the whole 
of 1985 - and if those 1.000 workers 
are fired quickly, then the wage 
subsidy rises to approximately 80. 

Closing Ata would have done 
more than almost anything else in 
restoring us to sanity by changing 
our economic climate with its over- 
tones of schnorring from the U.S. 

As for the cost, ir is true that 
sarins jobs is usually cheaper than 
creating them. However, basing 
oneself "on total unemployment pay 
for the Ata workers at 70 per cent of 
their wages for six months, the actual 
cost to the Treasury' would not be 
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vastly different from the sum it has 
agreed to grant the company. 

The cost of creating employment 
in Europe from scratch has been 
estimated at between S20.000 and 
$30,000 per employee. This means 
that we could have established 350- 
500 new permanent jobs with that 
$10 million, and another 350-500 
with the $10 million which, no 
doubt, will follow. 

Worse still, many more efficient., 
relatively, well-run textile plants 
with modern equipment are losing 
orders to Ata. Fortunately, the 
directors of Marks & Spencers are 
not prepared to accept the dictates of 


a distorted krueli industrial policy 
and L’.K.. shoppers will not have in 
buv an interior product at an inflated 
price. 

I do not believe in unrestrained 
market powers, but f do feci that it is 
wrona to try and chance the merel! 
trend of an cssential!> markef- 
oriented economy. If Ata had tone 
under, it would ha\e helped other 
industrialists to justify gening rid of 
their own hidden unemployment. 
Even in the *hort run. wc could all 
have been better off.

WHEN 1985 dawned, the IDF was 
well into its third year in Lebanon. 
Was this according to plan? Whose 
plan? What plan? Did the govern- 
ment that approved the entry of the 
IDF into Lebanon know that they 
would stay there for three years?

But the PLO had 
been a powerful “state-within-a- 
state” in Lebanon, and their destruc- 
tion left a dangerous power vacuum. 

Was there an Israeli plan to fill this 
vacuum? It seems to have been filled 
by the Syrians with the support of the 
Russians.-leaving the former in com- 
plete control of the so-called 
Lebanese government and with a 
much stronger and better-equipped 
army than before the war. 

Was there a plan to free Lebanon 
from the PLO in order to turn it over 
to the Syrians and the Russians? If 
there was another plan, what hap- 
pened to it? It certainly appears as if 
there was no plan at all, and that the 
Israeli decision-makers gave no 
thought to what would happen next. 

The foreign media constantly in- 
sist that the Palestine problem is the 
key to Middle East peace and the 
underlying cause of Middle East ter- 
rorism. We in Israel ought to know 
better. 

Did the Israeli government be- 
lieve that the Palestine problem was 
the key to peace in Lebanon? The

planners of the initial invasion seem 
to have thought that driving the PLO 
out would solve everything. But 
Lebanon has for centuries been the 
battleground of rival communities 
who periodically massacre one 
another. 

Did the Israeli planners think that 
they could intervene in Lebanon 
with overwhelming force only to 
destroy the PLO without also taking 
sides in Lebanon's internal strug- 
gles? 

Did they realize that destroying 
the PLO left the Palestinians in the 
camps defenceless against massacres 
by almost everyone looking for re- 
venge after living under years of 
PLO terror? 

Did they realize that the IDF 
would be forced into the position of 
either defending the Palestinians in 
the camps against -the angry local 
population, as in Southern Lebanon, 
or being blamed for the massacres 
occurring in areas under EDF con- 
trol. as in Sabra and Shatiila? 

Did they realize that supporting 
the Christian Phalangists could lead 
to massacres by the Phalangists not 
only of Palestinians but also of their 
traditional Druse enemies? Did they 
realize the potentially explosive im- 
plications within Israel's Druse com- 
munity of supporting a massacre of 
Lebanese Druse by Israel's allies? 


THE TURNING POINT in the 


Lebanese war was the Shouf. not 
Sabra and Shatiila. The massacres at 
Sabra and Shatiila might have been 
prevented. But in the Shouf. the IDF 
was caught between Israel's erst- 
while Maronite Phalangist allies and 
the Lebanese Druse, whose brothers 
in Israel have been fighting in the 
IDF with exceptional loyalty, hero- 
ism and sacrifice. There was no way 
out without taking sides. The 
Lebanese Maronite and Druse com- 
munities have been fighting one 
another for centuries, with periodic 
brutal massacres. The IDF could not 
hope to resolve these conflicts and 
unsettled scores by its presence in 
Lebanon. 

But once the IDF had moved into 
the Shouf. an IDF withdrawal would 
produce a vacuum which would 
quickly be filled by one of the two 
sides, while the other would blame 
Israel for any subsequent massacres. 

The IDF was forced to consider 
the consequences of a withdrawal 
which could lead to a massacre of the 
Druse by the Phalangists. A strong 
Phalangist government in real con- 
trol of Lebanon could be expected to 
carry out massacres in Druse villages 
in the Shouf much worse than the 
massacres of Sabra and Shatiila. 
Such massacres by Israel's allies 
would have had disastrous consequ- 
ences within Israel's Druse commun- 
ity and would have shaken all of 
Israel. 


Israel chose the only realistic 
alternative by effectively turning the 
Shouf over to the Lebanese Druse 
brothers of rhe Israeli Druse in the 
IDF. So far this has paid off; the 
Druse have kept the PLO out of the 
Shouf. But Christians are bitter be- 
cause the IDF played a role in their 
expulsion from the Shouf. 


THERE WAS much talk about 
bringing peace to Lebanon with a 
stable government that would make 
peace with Israel. This certainly has 
not happened and there are no pros- 
pects for it in the future. The 
Lebanese government was presum- 
ably to be ruled by Bashir Jemayal 
with an iron hand". If this was the 
plan, the Syrians quickly put an end 
to it by assassinating Bashir and 
making it clear to his brother Amin 
what would happen to him if he 
collaborated with Israel. 


Did Israeli planners really over- 
look this contingency and believe 
that a strong Christian government 
in Lebanon allied with Israel was a 
realistic possibility? The abandon- 
ment of the Christians by the IDF in 
the Shouf would have put paid to any 
alliance between Israel and the Pha- 
langists. even if the assassination of 
Bashir and the massacres at Sabra 
and Shatiila had not occurred. The 
illusion of a Christian-dominated 
Lebanese state in peace with Israel 


was completely unrealistic. 

The Jem.ijeJ family was put into 
power in Lebanon with the support 
of the IDF and the help of the U.S.
